V  I  beg  to  Submit  my  report  upon  the  Sanitary 

Department  for  the  year  1943. 


HOUSING.  As  in  previous  war  years, 'owing  to -the  shortage  of  building 
materials  and  building  trade  labour,  ,we  ‘have  only  been  able  to  have 
absolutely  essential  -repairs  carried .out.  In  extreme  cases  it  has 
been  noooss'dry  to  rosort  to  formal  action.  There  are  still  295  houses 
occupied,  in  areas  confirmed  for  clearance  -prior  to  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities  and,  after  nearly  fivo  yoars,  their  condition  is  getting 
gradually  worso  although  attempts  aro  me do  to  maintain  them  at  least  in 
a  weather  tight  condition.  In  one  Cla  rence.  Area,  (Knight’s  Buildings, 

Maoo  just  after  the  commencement 


Dudley),  from  which  re-housing  •  took 

of  hostilities,  six  of  the  houses  w^re  repaired  end  made  habitable  for 
the  purpose  of  housing  persons  rendered  homeless  by  enemy  action.  The 
need,  for  the  original  purpose  did  not  arose,  therefore,  it  was  decided 
to  use  them  for  the  housing  of  pc  vs.  ..3  inn  Innately  housed,  of  which 
there  arc  a  Considerable  curler  in  this  &j  Ewiot.  I  am  still  seriously 
ooncornod  with  regard  to- some  of  the  houses  in  Front  Street  and  Railway 
Row,  Annitsford,  Clearanoo  Aicas  which  wore  confirmed  in  193V,  and  aro 
now  so  structurally  unsound  ns  to  bo  dangerous.  The  Commit  too  gave 
careful  consideration  to  this  matter  and  decided  tliat  the  families  from 
certain  houses  must  receive  priority  as, and  when,  any  Council  houses 
became  available.  The  movement  from  Council,  houses  has  boon  so  slight 
however,  that  the  scheme  has  been  of  little  value. 


COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. OF  HOUSE  REKJSE.  Difficulties  caused  by  the 
general  labour  problem- Trf  Having.  veHTcXos  maintained  in  running  order 
have-,  td  some  extent,  prevented  the  department  from  giving  the  service 
desired.  Tho  whole  of  tho  district  is  cloans.od  not  loss  than  onco  per 
week,  and,  in  the  mining  parts,  an  attempt  i3  made  to  collect  twioo,  but 
during  heavy  periods  this  has  to  bo  reduced  to  every  5  or  6  days i  My 
opinion  is  that  we  must  airii  at  a  service  which  will  give  bi-weekly 
collections  in  those  parts,  otherwise  the  bins  overflow.  This  is  not

Tho  collection  of  kitchen  waste  is  fan  bo low  tho  average  standard 
throughout  the  country  but  there  are  a‘  largo  number  of  pigkoopers  in 
tho  district  whoso  herds  are  snail  enough  to  allow  collection  of 
kitchen  waste  without  a  license  and  those  pigkoopers  all  have  regular 
schemes  of  collection  within  easy  reach  of  their  own  homos.

Shops  &  Offices.  Regular  inspections  were  made  of  all  promises  in  the 
area*.

Water  Supply#  There  have  been  no  alterations  of  note 'during  the  year 
the "whole  of  the  area  being  supplied  by  the  Newcastle  &  Gateshead  Water 
Co,,  there  has  always  been  a  sufficiency  and  sampling  has  shown!  the 
supply  to  bo  of  very  high  quality*  In  the  Northern  part  of  the  area  the 
Counoil  are  tho  Water  Authority,  obtaining  bulk  supply  from  tho  mains 
of  tho  aforementioned  company.  In  the  rest  of  tho  area  tho  Newcastle 
&  Gateshead  Water  Co.,  is  the  Water  Authority,  Some  1,028.  houses,  or 
15*6$,  aro  still  supplied  by  stand  pipes  in  tho  streot,  of  those 
houses,  290  aro  in  areas  confirmed  for  clearance  prior  to  tho  outbreak 
of  hostilities  and  from  which  ro -housing  has  not  yet  tnkon  place.  The 
remaindor  aro  mostly  of  such  low  standard  that  wo  anticipate  tlicir  being 
treated  as  Clearance  Areas  under  tho  Housing  Acts,  as  soon  as  the  housing 
situation  develops  in  favour  of  such  a  course.  The  proportion  of  tho 
population,  supplied  from  those  stand  pipes,  will  bo  slightly  above 
the  proportion  of  houses. 


Rivors  &  Streams,  Statutory  Notices  wore  served  on  the  owners  of  land 
adjoining  a  water  course  to  abate  c  nuisance  caused  by  oho  damming  of 
tho  stream  and  water  logging  of  lend  in  tie  close  vicinity  to  dwelling 
houses.  The  stream  was  cleaned  cut  by  mcoftauioal  means ‘and  the  water 
course  lowered. some  8  to  6  foot.  A  considerable  improvement  of  tho 
area  has  resulted  therefrom.
